Document D1 shows a damping device for moveable parts of furniture. A closed cylinder (12) 
njed with gas or fluid, containing a valve mechanism attached to a piston rod (24) and a portion 
(26) of which the piston rod emerges through an opening in the end wall of the cylinder according 
to claim 1. There is also shown a spring (38) wound around the shaft (34) of the piston (14) 
according to claim 4. K 17 

D1 does not disclose a disc portion having multiple passages, a rotable annular cover piece and 
an annular turning piece as claimed in claim 1. 

D2 shows a gas spring wherein the shaft is a hollow tube to receive the piston rod accordina to 
claim 6. 3 

D3 shows a braking device wherein the air damper or the fluidic damper comprises a spring (22) 
which connects the closed end of the cylinder with the valve mechanism according to claim 8. 

None of the documents discloses a disc portion having multiple passages, a rotable annular 
cover piece and an annular turning piece. 

Therefore the subject matter of claim 1 is new and inventive with respect to the prior art. 

Because the subject matter of independent claim 1 is new and inventive the subject matter of the 
dependent claims 2 to 12 is as well new and inventive. 

Industrial applicability is given for all claims. 
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
